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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Upon entering the request for reconsideration, 
the examiner withdraws the 102 rejection by Aizawa et al. but the 103 rejections with Aizawa et al as the primary reference stand. Aizawa 
teaches polishing units 10a, 10b while pushers 34 are provided for each polishing unit. On the other hand Brown teaches two robot arms 
16,22 which can independently access the same chamber see col.3 lines 42-51 Modifying the apparatus of Aizawa with the robot of Brown 
would provide a robot with two arms both accessing the same polishing unit. The motivation to make such modification is to further 
enhance throughput. Additionally, applicant does not provide further limitations upon the structure of the robot such that the two arms of 
Brown can be broadly seen as two robots. There need not be a distinction between an arm and a separate robot with the current claim 
language. Nevertheless, as stated in the Final Rejection according to In re Dulberg it is an obvious modification to make one robot with 
two arms to be modified into two separate robot each having one arm. . 
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
